That letter from President Taft to 
Representative McKinley, chairman of 
the republican congressional 
cam­ 
paign committee, proved unsensation­ 
al and somewhat uninteresting, when 
it was expected that it would be a 
political can-opener. 
Something of importance tC’as ex­ 
pected. It was to be the big opening 
gun of the ^congressional campaign. 
It was intended to indicate the point 
of attack, but w’ith the standpatters 
rereaing the point of attack is an 
uninteresting feature 
of 
the 
cam­ 
paign. 
That is the situation of the repub­ 
licans 
in 
the 
congressional 
cam­ 
paign. I he old guard is retreating, 
and that under a withering fire from 
the allied forces of democracy and 
insurgency. A political Waterloo is 
on the boards. 
In his letter the president says “it 
is of the utmost importance to make 
this a campaign of education as to 
facts.” Should the republicans deal 
exclusively with facts it would not 
retire from the field on election day 
in November with a corporal’s guard 
of elected congressmen. If there is 
anything that is damaging to the re­ 
publican cause at this time, it is 
facts. 
No longer are the people of 
this country to be deceived into the 
belief that torchlight processions and 
perfervid oratory represent truth. The 
fact of the increasing cost of living 
under the republican high tariff has 
been seared in their minds by the 
most valuable of all teachers, ex­ 
perience. They are also familiar with 
the fact of extravagant government. 
In this letter ’Mr. Taft is not speak, 
ing as the president of the United 
States and as one who is concerned 
in the welfare of its 90 millions of 
people. Through it all there runs the 
plea of a party leader urging regular­ 
ity.

be aware, aa an intelligent citizen. 
that the election of t republican ma­ 


jority this fall would not inspire cqp- 
fldence, but that the general senti­ 
ment would be akin to “Hands on 
your pocketbooks!”

should alone have made plain to the 
president the temper of the populace. 
The president must also be aware of 
the fact that various senators and 
representatives have declined to be­ 
come candidates for re-election be­ 
cause of the hostility to the stand­ 
pat policies in their districts. 
The president’s letter is a parade 
of platitudes. 
It is a lifeless doc­ 
ument so far as sincere pledges of 
reform are concerned. It is as mean­ 
ingless as the republican platform of 
1908 and as inconsequential as the 
pledges which Mr. Taft made when 
a candidate for the presidency.—Ok­ 
lahoman.

Making the Duel Harmless. 
■A French paper has been describ­ 
ing the various contrivances to in­ 
sure pistol duels ending in “coffee 
for two.” A favorite trick, it seems, 
is to use projectiles that look like 
ordinary lead bullets, 
but 
crumble 
to pieces when fired. In more serious 
cases bullets are used of smaller cal­ 
iber than the pistol, thus lessening 
their penetrating power. 
Sometimes the wad is intentional­ 
ly left out, so that when the duell­ 
ists face each other with the pis­ 
tols held downward the bullets roll 
out. In many cases bullets of the 
right caliber are used, but only with 
a third of the proper powder charge. 
so that they are practically harmless. 
A variation of this trick is to load 
with a double powder charge, whicn 
also causes the bullet to go wide of 
the mark. This, however, is danger­ 
ous to the spectators. 
Again, well-meaning seconds some 
times use the rigfit bullets and the 
right charge, but stiffen the triggers 
so tha the extra pressure causes 
the bullets to go wide.
